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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: the arguments are not found to be convincing. It 
appears to the examiner that Applicant has misunderstood the rejection as set forth in the Final Rejection dated June 13, 2008. 

In the arguments, Applicant states on the bottom of page 4 and top of page 5 that "it would not be obvious to replace a substrate 
(supporting matrix) disclosed in Fuglevand, onto which the membrane material is applied before polymerization, with a catalyst material of 
Morishima." Yet, the examiner has not based the rejection on such a substitution. Instead, the rejection states that it would be obvious to 
coat the membrane of Fuglevand (which is a composite membrane of the support matrix, or reinforcement member, and membrane 
material) onto the catalyst material as well prior to polymerization. The teachings of Morishima et al. to assemble the membrane and 
catalyst layer together before formation processes of the membrane are pertinent here, and the Final Rejection does not suggest replacing 
of the reinforcement member of the membrane with the catalyst layer. The reinforcement member of the instant invention is taught to be 
included in the membrane in addition to the membrane being coated on the catalyst layer (see claim 2). The combination of Fuglevand et 
al. and Morishima et al. render this structure obvious. 
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
